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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


1984  has  come  and  gone  and  Antrim  has  survived  storms  and  floods 
without  the  forebodings  of  George  Orwell  being  realized. 

The  unusally  heavy  rains  that  caused  the  flooding  in  spring  put 
the  new  Gregg  Lake  Dam  and  White  Birch  Point  Bridge,  as  well  as  the 
other  bridges  and  dams,  to  a  most  severe  test  and  damage  was  minimal 
as  compared  to  other  towns  in  the  area. 

Revenue  Sharing  Funds  were  appropriated  as  voted  and,  along  with 
the  White  Birch  Point  Bridge,  both  fire  house  driveways  and  parking 
areas  have  been  completed.  The  highway  department  has  its  "new"  used 
loader  and  the  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  has  been  set  aside 
for  Town  Hall  repairs  and  improvements.  After  much  time  and  hard 
work  by  the  computer  committee,  an  IBM  PC  Computer  was  purchased,  but 
too  late  in  the  year  to  have  had  any  impact  on  the  load  of  paper  work 
that  seems  to  expand  constantly. 

The  State  Highway  Department  is  to  be  commended  for  it's  work 
on  the  Elm  Avenue  Bridge  and  the  Selectmen  apologize  again  to  the 
many  people  who  were  inconvenienced  by  the  closing  of  the  bridge 
during  construction. 

The  reappraisal  of  real  estate  is  on  schedule  and  should  be 
completed  during  the  summer.  Property  owners  who  were  not  available 
to  the  assessors  last  Fall  will  be  notified  to  set  up  appointments  for 
interior  inspections  of  buildings  in  Spring,  and  notices  of  the  new 
assessments  will  be  mailed  in  July. 

About  one  half  mile  of  West  Street  was  rebuilt  as  part  of 
Antrim's  ongoing  highway  improvement  program.  Other  roads  received 
the  ususal  maintenance  procedures. 

Both  the  Police  and  Highway  Departments  have  had  resignations 
from  among  their  people  and  at  the  moment  vacancies  exist  in  both 
departments. 

Preliminary  work  has  been  started  on  obtaining  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  funding  to  make  Town  buildings  accessible  to 
the  handicapped.  Future  grant  programs  on  both  slate  and  federal 
levels  will  undoubtedly  require  compliance  with  federal  standards  for 
access  ability  to  handicapped. 

We  were  pleased  to  welcome  again  some  of  the  officers  and  crew 
of  the  U.S.S.  Antrim  and  to  meet  the  new  commander,  Ron  Moser. 
The  handsome  barometer  presented  to  the  Town  at  the  time  of  this 
visit  is  now  mounted  on  the  wall  of  the  Town  Office. 

For  the  first  time  Antrim  is  involved  in  a  serious  legal  problem 
involving  zoning  procedures  and  this  points  up  the  need  for  a  more 
realistic  zoning  ordinance  as  well  as  serving  warning  that  legal  fees 
may  represent  an  ever  increasing  share  of  the  towns  future  budgets. 
The  boundary  line  dispute  with  Hillsboro  could  also  result  in  massive 
costs  for  legal  and  technical  assisstance. 

Our  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  served  on  the  various  boards  and 
corrmittees  during  the  year  as  well  as  to  all  who  have  shown  their 
interest  in  town  government. 

It  has  been  our  pleasure  to  serve  you.

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Report  of  the  Antrim  Sewer  &  Water  Commissioners 


This  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Sewer  &.   Water  Depart- 
ment.  Construction  of  the  Bennington  sewer  system  began  in  the  fall 
and  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  late  summer  of  1985.   Since  the 
Bennington  system  will  require  the  services  of  a  State  of  N.H.  certi- 
fied operator,  an  arrangement  between  the  Antrim  Sewer  &  Water  Depart- 
ment and  the  Town  of  Bennington  has  been  made  so  that  the  Antrim 
Sewer  &  Water  Superintendent  will  serve  in  a  similar  capacity  for 
Bennington.   The  initial  services  provided  to  the  Bennington  Water 
Department  in  1984,  have  proven  that  this  concept  will  work  well  in 
the  future . 

As  was  reported  last  year,  we  planned  expenditures  of  $  25,000 
for  1984  to  make  improvements  to  some  Water  Department  facilities. 
A  new  chlorination  system  was  installed,  new  telemetry  equipment  for 
better  operation  of  the  gravel  packed  well  was  added,  and  continued 
engineering  study  relative  to  long-term  water  system  improvements 
was  authorized.   In  addition,  we  purchased  some  much  needed  equipment 
for  day-to-day  operations.   The  total  cost  for  these  special  projects 
came  in  at  $  21,127.   This  year  we  plan  to  complete  improvements  to 
a  better  access  road  to  the  gravel  packed  well,  which  we  expect  will 
cost  $  2000. 

By  July  1,  1985,  new  State  Regulations  will  require  that  the. 
Water  Department  implement  a  "Backf low  Prevention  Program"  to  identify 
those  water  services  that  are  a  potential  hazard  for  contamination  of 
the  public  water  system.   Those  services  will  be  required  to  install 
a  suitable  backf low  prevention  device,  with  annual  testing  and  report- 
ing to  be  performed  by  the  Department. 

The  "Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Antrim  Sewer  &  Water  Department" 
which  we  sent  out  this  year,  were  authored  by  Department  staff  to  more 
clearly  define  our  responsibilities  and  yours. 

At  the  public  hearing  that  was  held  in  November,  many  concerns 
were  expressed  by  those  present  about  water  quality  and  the  majority 
of  those  in  attendance  were  in  favor  of  continued  study. 
The  engineering  studies  that  have  been  done,  have  shown  that  the  most 
cost  effective  long-term  solution  to  our  problems  is  the  construction 
of  a  storage  tank  and  the  utilization  of  the  gravel  packed  well  as 
the  primary  water  supply.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  198'+ 

Following  the  custom  of  the  Chinese,  198^  in  the  Tuttle  Library 
would  have  to  be  called  The  Year  of  the  Children.  Public  school  classes 
made  90  visits,  taking  out  2,481  items,  and  area  private  schools  came  to 
the  library  29  times  for  stories,  movies,  and  to  select  books.  The 
Friends  of  the  Library  presented  12  programs  under  the  chairship  of 
Dotti  Penny,  attended  by  3^0  children;  under  the  same  rubric  Sherry 
Phinney  organized  8  story  hours  at  Gregg  Lake  during  the  summer  for  107 
children.  The  summer  reading  program  "Go  For  the  Gold"  attracted  4-5 
readers,  and  several  Girl  Scouts  made  regular  visits  to  complete  require- 
ments for  the  Library  badge.   In  cooperation  with  the  elementary  school, 
the  Library  Trustees  sponsored  a  Public  Speaking  program  in  February, 
Children's  book  week  in  November  was  observed  with  a  short  story  contest 
for  the  fifth  grade,  and  the  newly  organized  after  school  group,  a  school 
service,  comes  to  the  library  on  Thursday  for  a  variety  of  activities. 
We  hope  that  this  increased  interest  in  children's  library  service  means 
that  tomorrow's  adults  will  all  have  a  well-developed  library  habit. 

In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  service,  the  Friends  of  the  Libra- 
ry presented  6  movie-discussion  programs  to  an  average  attendance  of  18. 
Helen  Pleasants  organized  these  programs,  with  Lyman  Gilmore  of  New  Eng- 
land College  as  discussion  leader  on  several  occasions.  Pam  Bagloe  was 
iiie  chairman  of  the  Friends*  Labor  Day  book  sale,  the  proceeds  of  which 
were  designated  to  support  programs  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  group 
will  miss  the  help  of  Pat  McNeil,  who  served  as  general  chair,  and  Jane 
Chase,  who  was  publicity  chair.  New  members  are  always  welcome. 

Circulation  for  the  year  was  15,665,  a  significant  drop  from  the 
past  two  years.  This  is  in  part  due  to  a  change  in  statistics-keeping, 
as  required  by  the  State  Library,  but  also  an  indication  that  adult 
readers  are  using  the  library  less.  In  view  of  this,  and  after  careful 
study,  we  have  made  a  dramatic  change  in  library  hours.  Finding  even- 
ings to  be  unpopular,  we  are  now  open  parts  of  5  days,  as  listed  else- 
where. We  hope  these  new  hours  will  be  convenient  for  more  prople. 

Five  hundred  sixty-nine  books,  records  and  tapes  were  added  to  our 
permanent  collection  of  over  12,000;  71  books  were  rented  from  McNau^- 
ton,  and  67  books  and  39  films  were  borrowed  from  the  State  Library.  In 
addition,  85  items  were  borrowed  from  libraries  in  the  Nubanusit  Coop- 
erative, and  we  in  turn  loaned  60  items.  Membership  in  this  Coop  has 
many  advantages  for  each  small  library,  not  the  least  of  which  is  the 
saving  of  hundreds  of  dollars  anniially  throu^  group  buying  of  books  and 
supplies.  As  in  any  cooperative  venture  there  is  give  as  well  as  take; 
our  contribution  this  year  has  been  the  use  of  our  basement  reference 
room  for  an  old  fiction  depository.  The  room  was  finished  off  in  1964 
to  house,  in  part,  a  collection  ©f  State  of  New  Hampshire  legislative 
books  acquired  by  Ell  ear  ton  Edwards;  on  the  advice  of  the  State  Law  Lib- 
rarian and  with  the  permission  of  Mr.  Edwards'  heirs,  these  books  have 
been  returned  to  the  State  Library ,  other  reference  sources  have  been 
relocated  within  our  library,  and  now  the  room  will  house  several  thou- 
sand volumes  of  old  fiction  gleaned  from  the  stacks  of  all  the  libraries 
in  the  Nubanusit  Coop.  Ihis  means  that  the  books  are  still  available, 
on  request,  but  no  longer  taking  up  much  needed  room  in  small  buildings. 
In  return  for  the  work  of  circulating  these  books  (at  the  expense  of  the 
requesting  library) ,  we  have  the  advantage  of  a  browsing  room  for  lovers 
of  old  fiction. 
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(Report  of  the  librarian  cont.) 


Gifts  of  books,  periodicals,  and  games  were  received  from  21  indiv- 
iduals and  organizations,  and  another  27  donors  gave  books  for  the 
Friends'  book  sale.   It  was  especially  gratifying  to  have  a  number  of 
memorial  gifts  for  specific  purposes.  Money  donated  in  memory  of  Doro- 
thy Ellison,  Sue  Edwards,  Edna  Humphrey,  John  Graves  and  Bernice  Robb 
was  spent  for  reference  material,  and  sports  and  children's  books. 

Reference  work  is  nearly  every  librarian's  favorite  part  of  the  job; 
we  are  continually  trying  to  increase  our  service  to  the  patron.  Pam 
Bagloe,  our  reference  librarian,  is  working  to  keep  our  collection  rele- 
vant to  the  needs  of  the  community.   She  has  access  to  the  computerized 
service  at  the  State  Library  and  welcomes  telephone  requests  on  Tuesday 
and  Thursday.   The  library  phone  number  is  588-6786.  Other  services 
available  at  the  library-  are  the  use  of  the  l6mm.  film  projector  and 
films,  and  the  use  of  our  excellent  photo-copier.  We  are  about  to  dive 
into  the  field  of  video-cassettes  and  would  welcome  your  suggestions  on 
the  kinds  of  materials  that  would  be  useful;  the  field  of  computer  soft- 
ware is  also  something  to  be  explored. 

Of  the  19  exhibits  in  198^,  three  are  of  particular  notice:  Barry 
Proctor's  paintings,  John  Zmud's  stamp  collection,  and  the  dolls  and 
related  books  of  Ariel  Simpson. 

Our  Board  of  Trustees  is  something  more  than  a  group  of  overseers; 
acting  together  they  are  a  functional  part  of  the  total  library  service. 
Each  one  has  a  particular  expertise  and  serves  in  a  specific  capacity, 
but  this  year  they  have  made  great  strides  as  a  group  in  two  very  impor- 
tanta  areas.  First,  as  the  sponsors  of  the  newly  formed  Antrim  Histor- 
ical Society,  a  much-needed  organization.  Many  hours  have  been  spent 
by  the  members  in  classifying  and  relocating  material  so  that  the  libra- 
ry rooms  may  be  returned  to  their  original  uses.   In  the  near  future 
the  efforts  of  this  Society  may  prove  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  the 
Town.  Secondly,  the  Trustees  are  working  toward  improvement  of  access 
to  the  library.   It  has  long  been  noted  that  our  present  access  is  not 
only  difficult  but  becoming  dangerous  to  the  majority  of  patrons,  due  to 
the  increase  of  traffic  on  Main  St.  What  is  badly  needed  is  access  to 
a  parking  lot  in  the  rear  of  the  building,  with  some  reconstruction  of 
the  back  entrance.  V/hether  or  not  you  are  a  library  user,  taxpayers 
must  consider  the  needs  of  children  and  retired  people  who  have  the 
most  time  to  enjoy  the  delights  of  the  library  but  have  the  hardest 
time  getting  into  it. 

The  dedication  and  support  of  the  Trustees  have  been  major  factors 
in  the  progress  of  library  service  in  the  past  year.   In  addition,  the 
staff  members,  Pam,  Maxidy  Brzozowski  and  Samantha  Horning,  contribute 
much  more  to  their  jobs  than  they  are  recognized  for.

The  Trustees  of  the  James  A.  Tuttle  Library  met  for  eleven  regular 
meetings,  excluding  August,  and  one  special  meeting.  Keetings  are  held 
on  the  third  Thursday  of  the  month  at  7:30  P.M. 

A  Prize  Speaking  presentation  sponsored  by  the  Trustees,  was  held  in 
February,  with  twenty-nine  participating  students  from  the  Antrim  Public 
school.  Twila  Tenney  organized  this  veiy  successful  event. 

In  March,  the  Board  welcomed  Dave  Penny  as  a  newly  elected  Trustee. 

At  Town  Meeting,  the  Town,  at  the  request  of  the  Trustees,  agreed  to 
assist  the  Library  with  financial  support  of  the  oil,  electricity  and 
insurance  and  to  include  these  in  the  Town  Budget  in  ensuing  years. 

The  Town  also  approved  the  organization  of  the  Antrim  Historical 
Society  and  although  this  was  placed  in  the  warrant  by  the  Historical 
Society  Study  Committee,  the  Trustees  are  pleased  to  be  of  assistance 
to  the  newly  formed  group.

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ANTRIM  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Antrim  Police  experienced  several  changes  during 
this  year  and  as  with  the  coming  of  changes  certain  pro- 
blems are  also  experienced.   ji/e  were  no  exception.   We 
moved  from  our  old  office  into  the  newly  renovated  fire 
station  and  have  completed  the  wall  partition.   This  move 
went  smoothly  and  according  to  plan,   ii/e  also  moved  to  a 
new  dispatch  service,  bringing  all  emergency  services  for 
the  community  under  one  phone  number  of  1-352-1100.   A  new 
remote  base  radio  had  to  be  purchased  by  the  six  towns 
involved  in  the  move.   This  radio  was  placed  at  the  Crotch- 
ed  Mountain  Rehabilitation  Center.   We  have  since  found 
that  with  the  radio  placed  there,  in  certain  areas,  we  have 
problems  in  receiving  and  transmitting  from  our  radio  units. 
This  will  be  corrected  by  moving  the  remote  base  radio  to 
the  top  of  Crotched  Mountain  by  the  old  observation  tower 
site.   This  will  be  accomplished  by  early  Spring. 

The  search  for  a  third  full  time  police  officer  has 
taken  us  through  forty-six  interviews,  two  resignations, 
and  the  search  continues. 

If  any  member  of  the  Antrim  Community  has  experienced 
problems  or  inconveniences  because  of  these  changes  we 
would  like  to  apologize  and  assure  you  that  all  will  be 
corrected  as  soon  as  possible.   Thank  you  for  your  cooper- 
ation and  understanding. 

Taken  from  the  officer's  daily  logs  the  Antrim  Police 
handled  approximately  1,752  calls,  wrote  20^  traffic  vio- 
lation citations,  gave  ^80  traffic  violation  warnings, 
made  132  misdemeanor  arrests,  and  4  felony  arrests.   We 
handled  86  traffic  accidents  involving  1  fatality  and  36O 
calls  to  assist  other  agencies.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  for  1 984-- -ANTR IM  PLANNING  BOARD 

In  the  course  of  its  23  meetings  during  the  calendar 
year  1984,  the  Antrim  Planning  Board  held  5  Public  Hear- 
ings to  give  approval  to  7  subdivisions.   The  Board  also 
approved  3  Annexations,  which  do  not  require  a  Public 
Hea  ring. 

As  has  been  the  case  over  the  last  several  years, 
most  of  the  subdivisions  accepted  in  1984  were  for  only 
two  lots.   There  were  four  of  these;  two  were  for  three 
lots,  and  one  was  a  six-lot  subdivision.   For  a  number 
of  years  in  Antrim  there  have  been  no  large,  multiple-lot 
plans  for  major  developments  presented  to  the  Board. 
Antrim  has  not  yet  seen  heavy  residential  development. 

Apart  from  its  normal  business  of  reviewing  plans  for 
divisions  of  property,  the  Board  was  occupied  with  possible 
changes  to  the  Antrim  Zoning  Ordinance.   Since  it  would  be 
wise  for  extensive  revision  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  to  be 
undertaken  after  the  Town  has  an  official  Master  Plan, 
whenever  the  present  Ordinance  causes  repeated  difficul- 
ties in  interpretation  or  enforcement,  it  is  prudent  to 
propose  amendments  to  overcome  those  difficulties.   Since 
it  is  the  Board  of  Selectmen  who  regularly  have  to  wrestle 
with  interpreting  the  Zoning  regulations,  it  was  for  the 
Selectmen's  representative  on  the  Planning  Board  to 
suggest  changes.   Therefore  the  Board  was  given  a  list  of 
55  places  in  the  Ordinance  that  appeared  to  need  some 
degree  of  clarification  or  revision.   Of  there  two  seemed 
the  most  troub lesome--the  definition  of  Home-Based 
Businesses  and  lots  or  plots  that  contain  within  their 
boundaries  more  than  one  zoning  district.   A  subcommittee 
of  the  Board  is  trying  to  resolve  the  latter  item;  a  full 
definition  of  home-based  businesses  will  be  offered  the 
voters  next  March . 

The  other  Town  function  that  has  to  struggle  with  the 
meaning  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  is  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 
So  several  slight  modifications  of  the  Ordinance's  wording 
will  also  be  on  the  March  ballot. 

Wide-spread  interest  among  the  "planning  community" 
In  the  State  has  been  aroused  by  a  Master's  decision  in  a 
case  Involving  so-called  "snob  zoning"  in  the  town  of 
Atkinson.   Many  other  towns  are  having  to  change  their 
land  use  regulations.   Antrim  is  fortunate  in  that  the 
existing  ordinance  has  almost  none  of  the  features  that 
weighed  against  Atkinson. 

The  make-up  of  the  Planning  Board  changed  only 
slightly  during  1984.   Katherine  Wasserloos  resigned  after 
five  years  of  noble  service.   Her  position  of  Secretary 
has  been  filled  ably  by  Judith  Heyliger.   Rachel  Reinstein 
advanced  from  the  Planning  Board  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
We  are  fortunate  that  she  has  been  able  to  continue  her 
service  to  planning  as  Alternate  to  the  Selectmen's 
representative  John  Jones.   The  other  six  members  have 
faithfully  attended  most  of  the  23  meetings  in  1984.   They 
are  Harvey  Goodwin  vice-chmn.,  Bruce  Kierstead,  William 
MacCulloch,  Robert  Watterson,  Rodman  Zwirner,  and  the 
unders  igned .

I  agree  to  the  following  terms  of  this  contract: 

1.  I  will  assume  the  responsibility  for  the  use  of  the  Antrim  Town 
Hall  and  agree  to  submit  payment  for  any  damages  caused  as  a  result 
of  our  function. 

2.  I  hold  the  Town  of  Antrim  harmless  against  any  liability  that 
might  occur  from  the  use  of  this  facility. 

3.  The  facility  can  only  be  used  on  the  date  and  during  the  times 
specified  above. 

4.  I  realize  that  alcoholic  beverages  and/or  illegal  substances  will 
be  prohibited  in  the  building  and  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon  me  to 
enforce  this  provision. 

5.  Any  structural  or  electrical  alterations  require  prior  written 
approval  from  the  Selectmen  and/or  Fire  Chief.

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ANTRIM  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 


The  Antrim  Board  of  Adjustment  heard  six  cases  in  198^  with  five 
being  requests  for  Variances  and  one  a  request  for  a  Special  Exception, 
In  two  of  the  Variance  cases  requests  for  rehearings  were  received, 
in  one  case  from  the  petitioners  and  in  the  other  from  abutters.  Re- 
hearings  were  granted  in  both  cases  with  the  final  decision  remaining 
the  same  in  each  case. 

In  September  the  decision  of  the  3oard  of  Adjustment  in  one  of 
the  Variance  rehearings  was  appealed  to  the  New  Hampshire  Superior 
Court  where  the  outcome  is  still  pending.   The  Board's  budget  for 
legal  fees  has  been  overrun  by  this  court  case  and  high  legal  bills 
are  also  anticipated  in  1935  when  the  case  goes  to  trial. 

Five  of  the  six  cases  this  past  year  pointed  up  problems  in 
interpreting  the  Zoning  Ordiance,  Discussions  with  the  Antrim  Plan- 
ning Board  have  resulted  in  several  proposed  amendments  to  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  which  will  be  voted  on  at  Town  Meeting  time.   The  changes 
include  clarification  of  the  lakefront  set-back  requirements  in  the 
Recreational  Zone,  clarification  of  the  building  permit  requirements, 
a  change  to  a  permitted  use  status  for  residences  in  the  Route  9  busi- 
ness District,  and  a  new  section  on  Special  Exceptions  for  commerical 
agricultural  operations  in  the  Rural  Zone.

Four  Years  ago  January,  when  I  started  working  for  the  Selectmen 
of  Antrim,  I  was  told  I  was  responsible  for  the  Town  Report.  I  had 
never  read  one,  much  less  been  responsible  for  one  and  certainly  never 
expected  to  write  a  report  in  one.   A  question  at  the  budget  meeting 
last  year  has  prompted  me  to  write  you  and  try  to  bring  you  up  to 
date  on  the  duties  of  the  Secretary/Bookkeeper  to  the  Selectmen.  We, 
the  Selectmen  and  myself  were  not  aware  of  how  little,  you  the  tax- 
payer knew  of  the  duties  involved  in  the  position. 

I  will  start  with  one  that  is  time  consuming  yet  until  I  kept 
some  records  this  past  year,  I  was  not  aware  of  just  how  much  time 
was  used  answering  the  telephone  and  answering  questions  for  those  of 
you  who  stop  in  the  office. 

The  minimum  calls  in  a  day  has  been  ten  the  maximum  has  been 
thirty  with  an  equal  amount  of  people  stopping  in  to  ask  for  informat- 
ion. 

Questions  range  from  hours  of  the  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Land- 
fill, Post  Office,  beach  hours,  how  to  get  in  touch  with  the  Highway 
Dept.,  Police  Dept.,  Dog  officer,  Sewer  &   Water  Dept.,  Selectmen^to 
who  owns  the  red  house  down  a  long  road  off  Rte.  31. 

There  are  requests  for  information  on  exemptions  (vets,  solar, 
elderly,  CUV.),  building  permits,  dogs,  voting,  pistol  permits, 
checking  on  residency,  location  of  property  owners  are  just  a  sample. 

When  a  question  arises,  I  try  to  helpyou.  Perhaps  it  is  to  help 
locate  the  property  in  question  on  the  tax  map  and.  zoning  map,  explain 
information  on  your  property  cards  as  well  as  assessment  information. 

Applications  are   handed  out  for  building  and  sign  permits,  pistol 
permits,  CUV,  exemptions,  abatements,  job  applications.  Town  aid, 
as  well  as  scholarship  applications.   Needless  to  say  when  they  are 
returned  they  must  find  their  way  to  the  right  officer. 

The  mail  must  be  picked  up  and  disbursed  to  all  departments. 
Selectmen's  mail  opened  and  read.  Information  attached  when  needed. 

Once  a  building  permit  has  been  approved  or  rejected,,  I  fill  out 
the  required  permit  and  notify  the  property  owner  to  either  pick  up 
the  permit  or  if  rejected,  send  along  the  needed  application  should 
they  appeal  to  the  BOA. 

All  invoices  are  checked  out  and  payments  made,  as  well  as  keep- 
ing payroll  records  and  issuing  checks.  Type  envelopes  for  the  mail- 
ing of  needed  checks. 

Responsible  for  drafting  and  typing  most  of  the  correspondence 
for  the  Selectmen.  Acknowledgements  to  all  applicants  for  scholar- 
ships as  well  as  letter  to  the  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  in  Concord. 

Monthly  reports  are  sent  to  Department  of  Commerce  pertaining 
to  building  permits  as  well  as  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor. 
The  Social  Security  Office  requires  a  semi-monthly  report  and  a 
semi-annual  report. 

Quarterly  Reports  are  sent  to  the  Internal  Revenue,  N.H.  Municipal 
Unemployment  Comp.  and  Employers  Tax  and  Wage  feport. 
W  11  forms  to  employees  as  well  as  all  required  reports  to  the 
Government. 

Calculate  and  send  payments  for  FICA  and  IRS  for  Town  and  Sewer  & 
Water  Depts.  Unemployment  Insurance  for  Town  and  Sewer  &  Water. 
Workmen's  Comp  insurance  for  Town  and  Sewer  &  Water  as  well  as  Town 
Library.  When  required. 

Monthly  report  on  the  Police  Retirement  Fund. 
Record  all  revenue  received  by  treasurer  and  keep  required  accounts. 
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Make  appointments  for  Selectmen.  Set  up  agenda  for  meetings 
and  keep  minutes  of  same. 

When  a  transfer  of  property  comes  into  the  office,  it  takes  forty 
five  minutes  to  complete  the  required  paper  work.  Microfiche  must  be 
read,  notations  of  important  information  recorded  on  the  property  card, 
(change  of  name,  volume,  page  and  date  of  transfer  as  well  as  amount 
of  tax  stamps).  Portions  of  this  information  must  be  put  on  the  two 
tax  map  cards  for  cross  reference,  then  filed  in  proper  order.  Blotter 
book  must  be  changed  as  well  as  change  orders  made  to  delete  from  the 
records  and  add  the  change  of  new  owner  with  all  information  from  the 
property  cards.  Over  300  microfiche  were  received  this  year. 

When  a  sub-division  is  granted,  a  new  tax  map  number  must  be 
assigned  and  the  information  recorded  on  the  tax  map,  blotter  book, 
property  card  and  tax  cards  along  with  change  orders,  much  the  same 
procedure  used  as  for  transfer  of  property. 

Inventory  forms  are  also  time  consuming.  All  must  be  stamped 
with  Town,  postage  stamps  and  address  labels.  One  thousand  five 
hundred  forms  go  out  and  each  is  checked  off  to  make  sure  all  owners 
receive  one.  Then  the  fun  starts!  They  come  back,  at  least  most  of 
them  like  homing  pigeons.  A  lot  of  information  is  acquired  from  this 
form.  All  residents  between  18  and  65  are  listed  and  this  list 
becomes  the  warrant  for  the  Tax  Collector.  A  list  of  dogs  with  their 
owners  is  made  and  given  to  the  Town  Clerk.   Another  list  with 
property  changes  is  made.  This  list  along  with  building  permits  are 
gone  over  and  the  selectmen  make  a  decision  as  to  which  properties 
have  extensive  work  done  on  them  which  would  require  the  assessors  to 
look  at  them. 

All  property  cards  must  be  pulled  for  the  assessors  and  then  set 
up  as  to  their  location  for  the  pick-ups. 

As  you  know  the  Town  voted  for  a  re-assessment.  Property  cards 
were  looked  at  and  decisions  as  to  just  what  should  be  on  the  new 
cards  had  to  be  made.  What  information  do  you,  the  tax  payer  look 
for  when  you  come  to  the  office  and  look  at  your  cards?  What  infor- 
mation would  help  the  tax  collector  if  the  information  were  on  the 
card?   I  tried  to  look  at  and  think  of  all  1  have  heard  you  and  the 
collectors  ask  over  the  past  few  years.  A  new  card  was  picked  and  the 
selectmen  approved  of  it. 

Space  and  ample  work  area  had  to  be  seen  to  for  the  assessors  as 
well  as  finding  a  typist  for  the  assessors.  She  had  to  be  shown  what 
and  where  to  find  the  information  the  assessors  would  need  to  do  the 
re-assessment. 

Supplies  have  to  be  ordered  for  the  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Collector, 
and  general  office  use. 

Call  repair  men  when  one  of  the  Town  Buildings  are  in  need  of 
work. 

See  to  the  use  of  the  Town  Hall  and  Little  Town  Hall  and  hope 
not  to  schedule  two  meetings  for  the  same  time  and  same  place.  This 
did  happen  once  and  I  received  a  call  from  one  of  the  selectmen  asking 
if  I  were  planning  to  set  up  a  hot  dog  stand. 

Negotiate  cost  of  merchandise  and  repairs. 

Place  calls  to  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  for  infor- 
mation on  taxes,  exemptions,  revenue  and  current  use.  Calls  are 
also  made  to  the  Municipal  Association  for  information  on  legal  matters 
insurance  and  how  best  to  handle  some  situations  which  come  up. 

Letters  were  sent  out  to  118  landowners  who  have  their  property 
under  CUV.  Information  was  requested  to  up-date  our  records  as  to 
conditions  of  their  property  and  just  how  they  are  fulfilling  their 
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responsibilities  under  current  use. 

Set  up  files  with  all  available  information  for  the  Selectmen  to 
deal  with  abatements,  elderly  exemptions,  vets'  exemptions  and  current 
use  value. 

Set  up  files  and  reports  on  Town  Aid. 

Cut  cost  where  possible,  ie:  Town  Report  type  set  would  cost  the 
Town  $3,400  this  year.  By  having  it  camera  ready  as  I  have  done  the 
past  two  years  reduced  the  cost  to  $950.   As  in  the  past,  you  will 
find  errors  in  the  Town  Report.  With  the  pressures  at  this  time  of 
year  and  the  many  interruptions,  it  is  hard  to  catch  all  of  them,  but 
we^  the  Selectmen  and  myself,  try  to  catch  as  many  as  we  can. 

Over  the  past  two  years  I  have  spent  hours  reading  over  and  check- 
with  the  Farmers  Home  Administration  and  State  Government  to  get  an 
understanding  of  the  Sewer  project. 

Intents  to  Cut  must  be  calculated  for  deposit  and  when  the  finish 
cut  is  received  the  tax  calculated  and  a  warrant  issued  to  the  tax 
collector. 

Prepare  all  information  for  the  Department  of  Revenue  for  the 
tax  rate. 

Revenue  Sharing  Reports  are  mailed  each  year  accounting  for  all 
expenditures  by  the  Town  including  money  spent  from  Revenue  Sharing 
Funds. 

Arrangements  are  made  when  necessary  with  a  Bond  Bank  and  or 
Bank. 

Information  acquired  for  the  needs  of  the  handicapped. 

I  work  with  the  Selectmen  to  trace  property  owners,  through  deeds, 
and  tax  map.  Re-search  RSAs.  Call  and  check  with  Municipal  Lawyer 
when  there  is  a  question  as  to  interpretation  of  the  law.  Work  with 
them  on  assessment  information. 

The  budget  is  a  very  important  item  and  given  many  hours  of  time. 
We  look  at  the  expenditures  for  the  year  and  try  to  judge  what 
increases  can  be  expected,  keeping  in  mind,  any  increase  will  result 
in  a  tax  increase  and  trying  to  keep  to  a  minimum  while  not  under- 
estimating. 

End  of  the  year  reports  and  financial  information  must  be  put 
together. 

In  November  1983,  the  State  required  the  Towns  to  have  a  deputy 
tax  collector  as  well  as  deputy  town  clerk.  I  have  taken  over  the 
position  of  deputy  tax  collector  filling  in  for  the  tax  collector 
when  she  has  been  unable  to  keep  her  scheduled  hours.  Marita  has 
made  herself  available  to  the  public  for  thirteen  hours  a  week  and 
the  few  times  she  was  not  able  to  be  here,  you  did  not  have  to  wait 
for  her  next  scheduled  hours. 

Many  work-shops  are  presented  by  the  Municipal  Association  to 
help  in  doing  a  better  job  and  in  learning  and  keeping  up  with  the 
changes  in  laws  and  I  have  taken  advantage  of  many  of  these  work-shops. 
Some  have  dealt  with  highway  equipment,  Board  of  Adjustments  rules  and 
finding,  changes  in  tax  laws,  how  to  handle  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  as 
well  as  general  office  procedures. 

While  trying  to  put  together  the  budget,  close  books,  get  the 
required  reports  off  as  well  as  the  Town  Report,  I  received  a  request 
for  a  list  of  the  building  permits  issued  from  1971  through  1984  show- 
ing single  family,  two  family  as  well  as  multi-family  dwellings.  All 
needed  by  the  school  NOW.  They  have  been  put  on  hold  until  the  report 
goes  to  press.  When  one  report  is  complete,  there  is  always  a  request 
for  more  information  from  someone.  That  comes  with  the  job.  I  hope 
this  report,  although  not  listing  all  the  duties  of  my  job,  will  at 
least  give  you  an  idea  of  what  is  involved.
